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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


There  "as  a  good  to  active  demand  for  all  boxed  arid  barreled  Amer- 
ican angles  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  February  8,  according 
to  quotations  cabled  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  by  Mr.  Edwin 
Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    There  were  practically 
no  supplies  of  Virginia  Ben  Davis,  Winesaps,  Stayman  Winesaps  and  Albemarle 
Pippins,  and  only  light  supplies  of  York  Imperials  and  New  York  Ben  Davis. 
In  the  boxed  lines,  Washington  Winesaps  and  Rome  Beaut ys  were  in  liberal 
sxipply,  but  only  light  supplies  of  Washington  Delicious  and  Oregon  Yellow 
Newt  owns  were  available.     Sup-plies  of  California  Newt owns  were  moderate. 

Virginia  York  Imperials  topped  the  market  in  the  barreled  stock, 
U.   S.  No.  1,  2g  inch  fruit  in  good  condition  selling  quickly  at  from 
$7.79  to  38.52  per  barrel  as  against  57.30  to  38.59  last  week.    The  price 
paid  for  these  Yorks  this  week  is  equivalent  to  approximately  35.51  to 
36.19  f.o.b.  Winchester.    Most  of  the  Virginia  York  Imperials  are  arriv- 
ing tight  but  some  barrels  aprear  unattractive  on  account  of  scald.  It 
is  noticed  that  fruit  packed  in  shredded  oil  paper  is  practically  free 
from  scald.    The  barreled  stock,  with  the  exception  of  the  Virginia  Yorks 
and  Ben  Davis,  was  only  in  fair  condition. 

The  condition  of  all  boxed  stock  "as  good.    Although  supplies  of 
Washington  Winesaps  and  Rome  Beautys  were  liberal,  they  '"ere  actively 
competed  for,  the  Winesaps  bringing  $2.80  to  32.92  per  box  for  Extra 
Fancy,  sizes  150,  163/175,  and  the  same  size  and  grade  of  Romes  32.92 
per  bcx.    This  size  and  grade  of  Winesaps  last  week  brought  from  32.68 
to  32.80  per  box  and  the  Romes  $2.74  per  box.     There  was  also  a  good 
demand  for  Washington  Delicious,  the  150,  183/175  sizes  of  Extra  Fancy 
fruit  bringing  from  33.53  to  $4.01  per  box  as  against  33.41  to  33.53 
last  week. 

A  feature  of  the  boxed  anple  trade  during  the  auction  '"as  the 
active  competition  for  Oregon  and  California  Yellow  ITewtowns,  which  were 
sold  at  slightly  lower  prices.     Extra  Fancy  grades,  sizes  150,  163/175, 
from  Oregon,  passed  the  hammer  ouickly  at  from  33.89  to  34.87  per  box  as 
against  34.62  to  34.99  paid  last  week.    The  same  size  ,  but  Fancy  grades 
from  California,  brought  from  33.04  to  35.22  as  against  $3,28  to  53.41 
last  week.     The  demand  for  boxed  apples  in  general  >as  favorably  affect- 
ed by  the  fact  that  only  small  quantities  of  highly  colored  barreled 
apples  were  available. 

Spanish  oranges  declined,  the  300  sizes  bringing  32.68  to  ^3. 16 
against  32.92  to  53.22  last  week  per  half-case  of  110  pounds.     The  demand 
for  grapefruit,  however,  is  improving.    Available  supplies  are  light  and 
shipments  from  Jamaica  sold  rapidly  at  from  54.38  to  35.72  per  case.  Porto 
Rican  consignments  brought  35.96  to  36.20  per  case.
